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RED HOTSPOTS TO WATCH IN 1961 


The year 1961 will be one of civil wars, threats of general world war, and demands for sum= 
mit meetings to ease international tensions, 


Not since the days just before the Berlin Blockade and again just before Communists invaded 
South Korea have there been so many indications of bitter conflict ahead. 


For the first time since Nikita Khrushchev rose to power in the Kremlin, Soviet Army officers 
are talking openly of how they would fight and win a nuclear world war. There are many points of 
open conflict which might explode into a general war. 


Hotspots to watch in 1961 include Berlin, South Korea, Laos, Congo, the always explosive 
Middle East, Algeria, Cuba, Venezuela, the United Nations and the coming Summit meeting of 
world heads of state. 


Many Washington observers discount any new Summit meeting in the near future. They over- 
look a basic fact of Communist life. Nikita Khrushchev's victory at the Red Summit conference in 
Moscow in November, 1960, was based on his promise to win victories over the West, and partic- 
ularly over the U,S., by peaceful means. 


This indicates that as long as Khrushchev is master in the Kremlin, Communists will stir up 
world tensions, demand a Summit meeting to ease world tensions, then insist on concessions from 
the West in payment for a promise of a few months of "peace," 


Hotspots Listed 
Here are the hotspots for 1961 in brief: 


Soviet and East German Reds have promised to get a final settlement of the "Berlin Question" 
early in 1961. They want withdrawal of U.S. and other Western troops and neutralization of West 
Berlin. While attractive to neutralists and pacifists, such concessions would mean complete loss of 
West Berlin and a major defeat for the free world, 


Communists can and will exert great pressure to force Summit talks on the "Berlin Question." 
Pressure «81 West Berlin forced the Big=four talks in 1954 and 1959 and the agreement to cancel 


Summit Conference in May, 1960. By year's end 1960 more pressure already was building up on 
West Berlin. 


From Moscow, Peiping and Pyongyang — capital of North Korea—have come a steady stream 
of aggressive threats against South Korea in recent weeks, The Red aim is to force withdrawal of 
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U.S. troops, then move on to "peaceful" unification of North and South Korea, The unification 
attempt in 1950 was made by North Korean Communist troops invading South Korea. Similar ag- 
gression appears to be in the cards today, if U.S. troops are reduced in strength or are withdrawn 
from South Korea. 


Laos And Congo 


Laos and the Congo will still be hotspots in 1961, Both are centrally located in areas marked 
out for Communist conquest. Both border on many countries which Communists would like to domi- 
nate — a situation favored by Russian Reds who follow the tactic of spreading power outward from a 
strongly held "center." 


Algeria is becoming a hotter spot as months go on. The conflict between ultra=national ist 
Arabs and French who, with their ancestors, have lived in Algeria for over 100 years, remains to 
enflame Arab emotions against the West, and especially against NATO. Arab rebels now are openly 
courting Moscow and Peiping Communist support in what they call their war for liberation from 
France. 


Trouble In Latin America 


Also— watch for more violence and a drift toward the Communist bloc among countries of 
Latin America. Problems of poverty there are great. The desires of their newly-educated minor- 
ities — college students — far outreach the possibility of achievement. These are the makings for 
personal frustration, political instability, and a demand for radical, even revolutionary, solutions. 
Most obvious solution offered by the Reds —seize U.S. properties and live on easy street. 


This is the background of conditions in Venezuela and many other Latin American Countries. 
In Cuba, where the hard hand of the Communists has appeared, the tide of opinion is running against 
Red rule. Many Cubans want freedom, but Moscow wants to hold this island off the shores of the 
U.S. We can expect a hot battle in Cuba in 1961 — with Fidel's side getting a loud assist from 
some Americans. 


And don't discount trouble in the United Nations. 


By the end of 1960 Moscow was stepping up efforts to force Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold to resign, and to open the door for admittance of Red China. Some Washington newsmen 
already are predicting Red China will be in the UN in 1961 or 1962 at the latest. They claim that 
world opinion is going against the U.S. on admission of Red China to the UN. The rising tide of 
Communist-caused violence will tend to increase pressure to get Red China into the UN. The 
reason: the pathetic belief of many that you can reason with Communists; that they will be more 
responsible to public opinion in the UN than outside it. 


Big Fight Ahead Over Red China In The UN 


A much greater effort must be made early in 1961 if the world is to be persuaded that this 
single act — the admission of Red China to the UN—will nearly double the Communist threat of 
revolutions in Latin America, Asia and Africa, and double the chances of Communist dominance of 
ee UN and the world. We have yet to see whether this effort will be made during the few months 
still left to us. 


Underlying the troubles the world will see in 1961, we repeat, is the agreement Communist 
leaders of the world made in Moscow in November, 1960, In effect, Nikita Khrushchev won a 


victory for a more aggressive “peaceful coexistence" policy on the basis that he must show some 
victories by this means. 


If Nikita Khrushchev is to remain master in the Kremlin, he must step up the violence of his 


threats and his demands in a last attempt to break the nerve of Western leaders and gain what might 
be called battlefield concessions. 
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Failing to make these gains, we can expect to see the end of Nikita Khrushchev and the rise 
of a tougher Russian Communist leader who can get results! This could happen in 1961. If it does, 
the moment of Khrushchev's fall would offer the best chance of the year for the West to seek liber- 


ation of one or more of the East European satellites, providing we are ready to act decisively and 
correctly, 


OUR CHALLENGE FOR TOMORROW — FINDING NEW WAYS 
TO BEAT THE COMMUNISTS , 


Our real challenge of 1961 is to prove that free men offer something more than the Communists 
can offer. We know we have more to offer, but can we prove it to others — especially to others 
whose backgrounds, traditions, and view on life are much different? 


See how the Communists are selling their "way of life." They talk about creating "a society 
in which there is no oppression or exploitation. ..(in which)...all the material benefits belong fo 
those who create them...(and)...a society in which there is a place for everyone, enough work, 
room to move about, and an abundance of everything." ("Pravda" = Nov. 2, 1960) 


Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev explains the Red appeal this way: "People see what Com- 
munism gives to the peoples, how it improves their lives. More and more bread, meat, butter, 
shoes and clothing are being produced in the socialist countries, more apartments are being built, 
and culture is flourishing, These are the elements which form living Communism," 


Appealing words? Sure they are. They appeal directly to the hopes, fears and problems of 
peoples in developing countries of Africa, Asia and Latin America. In addition, the Communists 
offer a system for achieving things which primitive peoples can understand, Benevolent tyranny has 
always appealed to people who cannot solve their own problems, Add the trappings of a democratic 


government —a Supreme Soviet, a Constitution, and a popular though ineffective vote —and they 
have a product which is hard to beat. 


Reds See “Communist Society" Ahead 


Communists know this. It's why "Pravda" (Nov. 2, 1960) could predict a one world, organ- 
ized into a vast Communist society, dominated, if not run, by the Communists in the Kremlin. 
"Pravda" declared "There will be only one banner flying, the banner of friendship, the banner of 
peace, and the banner of brotherhood. This banner will bear the inscription, ‘Communist Society.' 
Warmly, with a passion common to Communists, we proclaim the October slogan of our Party: 

‘Long live Communism, the bright future of all mankind,'" 


How do they win converts? They sell impoverished people the idea that they can end oppres- 
sion, get more to eat and wear, and enjoy brotherhood with all peoples of the world on an equal 


basis if they follow Communist leadership. Such things would mean a giant step up for many millions 
in the developing countries. 


Then Communists tell students and new graduates that if their society is to be remolded and if 
human nature is to be changed, the educated people — the Party members and the intelligensia, must 
take over political power and rule. Communists offer the students identification with the elite 


which, they say, will rule the world, and hope of a share in the life and death power the Party 
holds over its subjects. 


Real Red Aim~— Will To World Power 


Lift the curtain that shrouds the Communist inner circle from world view. You find men whose 
main talent is manipulating masses of other people. Communists are demogogues. They are—as 


Lenin, Stalin and Khrushchev have proclaimed — professional agitators, propagandists and 
revolutionists. 








Too many Americans (anti-U, $.) discount the Communist invol vement in riots and demonstrations 
"Why," they say, “there weren't any Communists in the riot mobs. This was a real expression of the 
people against the United States." 


The Communist aim is to agitate, propagandize, organize and motivate non-Communists into 
violent action which moves Communist projects ahead. They excite the greed, the ambitions, the 
deeper emotions of people; they arouse poor people's hate against all those who have possessions, 
and urge violence — even murder against those whom they blame for opposing the immediate and long 
range goals they think they are seeking. That is the Red technique. 


And these are our challenges for 1961, First—to help our fellow citizens understand ho 
ommunists are working to destroy what free men value most highly. Second —to hel rmulate, 









It's a big challenge. And it's a struggle we must win. For in a contest of this scope, there 
are no honors for second best. As Lenin said years ago — one system or the other will triumph. The 
men in the Kremlin are licking their chops over their anticipated victory right now. 


NEW GROUPS PLAY THE RED'S GAME 


"Fidel Castro is not getting fair play in the United States". .."Morton Sobell should be released 
from prison," 


These are theme songs of two growing conglomerates of U.S. citizens, made up largely of pro- 
fessors, students, lawyers and clergymen. 


Mrs, Bertha Green, who has been running the Fair Play for Cuba Committee office, claims 
3,000 dues-paying adults (at $5 a year) and 2,000 dues-paying students (at $3 per year.) 


Among the active adults involved are listed Columbia Professor C. Wright Mills, author of 
"The Power Elite" and other books; Vincent Hallinan, 1952 Progressive Party candidate for President; 
1, F, Stone, Washington "progressive" newsletter publisher; Socialist authors Scott Nearing and 
Harvey O'Connor, and others. 


The group claims 35 to 40 student chapters on college and university campuses. To these and 
others, the Committee distributes literature and motion pictures, holds rallies, and has arranged 
low-cost visits to Fidel Castro's Cuba. 


Group Urges “Hands Off Cuba" 


As one might expect, the group is whole-heartedly supported by the "National Guardian" 
whose editor, Cedric Belfrage, was an espionage agent and deported from the U.S. as an undesirable. 
The Fair Play Committee held a rally in New York, October 20, 1960, to urge "Hands Off Cuba" — 
a current line of the Soviet and U.S, Communist Parties. 


Likewise the campaign to "free" Morton Sobell has had the steady backing of the U.S, Com- 
munist Party for many years. Recently, however, the group supporting this action has received 
more public attention. 


In November, 1960, for example, some 1,800 lawyers, clergymen and educators signed two 
petitions asking President Eisenhower to release Morton Sobell. 


Among those on record as supporting Sobell's release are such figures as the Rev. Martin Luther 
King, Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr, Roger Baldwin, Norman Thomas, and Dr. Harold Urey. 


Sobell, who was tried with atom spies Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, was sentenced to 30 years 
in prison for conspiring to transmit secret information to the Soviet Union. Many who now support 
his release claim that his conviction was a miscarriage of justice; that it reflected the "hysteria of 
the times," and that he was not held guilty of actually spying or transmitting secret information to 
anyone. 


Morton Sobell's wife, Helen, who has been leading the campaign to free her husband, for 
some reason missed a big chance to say something in his defense when the grand jury was investigating 
the case. When called before the grand jury, Mrs. Sobell took the Fifth Amendment — instead of 
speaking up to prove Morton Sobell's innocence. 


What Do Groups Indicate For 1961? 


What do these two groups mean for us and for 1961? First—as people get away from the facts 
in any situation, they begin to see issues and causes which were not really involved. They become 
persuaded to fight for these causes and to seek some action which is desired by Communists in Mos= 
cow, Peiping, Havana, or New York. 


Second — we can expect to see more petitions, demonstrations, pleas, and demands on such 
issues during 1961. Some may involve individuals such as Morton Sobell, Others will center on 
issues such as peace, banning nuclear tests, disarming the United States and thus, incidentally, 
reducing the influence of trained military leaders in setting policies for the security of our nation. 


What can be done? During 1961 we can get the facts; we can make sure the facts get to 
members of our organizations through literature, speeches, conferences. If the over 50,000,000 mem- 
bers of Conference member organizations are informed and alert, the battle is more than half won. 


RED YOUTH FORUM SLATED FOR JULY 


Students from all over the world will be asked to attend a world youth forum in Moscow in 
July, 1961. The theme sounds innocent. The students will discuss "Mid=20th Century Young 
People and Their Problems," 


Students who can't afford the trip, but who can show Moscow why they should attend, will be 
helped financially by a special international fund. This will be formed by individual contributions 
and by fund raising cultural events in various countries, possibly including the U.S. 


Details for the youth forum, set at a Moscow meeting in mid-September, 1960, call for a 
permanent secretariat to run the forum, a council with members in various countries to agitate in 
favor of the forum, and rules which can be used to ban all participants but those approved by 
Party officials. 


The U.S, does not appear to have been represented among the some 100 youth and student 
groups at the planning sessions in Moscow. But the Moscow Committee did receive a letter of 
support — from the U.S, Committee for Mutual Understanding Among Youth. 


Attendees Can Expect To Hear Red Line 


What can students attending the Moscow youth forum expect? Most likely they'll get speeches 
from officers and members of the Red=run World Federation of Democratic Youth and the International 
Union of Students, Here are some recent samples: 


Wang Wei, head of the Red Chinese delegation to the sixth congress of the International Union 
of Students —a Communist front ~ condemned the U.S, for "the impudence to set themselves up as 
‘peace emmisaries' and go about dangling their baits everywhere to hoodwink the people. (Actually 
they are)... gangsters who pretend good will while engaging in aggression and. ..preparing for war." 
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The Red Chinese student leader also told IUS delegates (Oct. 11, 1960) that Red Chinese 
students are expanding personal contacts with 118 student organizations in 87 countries. 


Piero Pierrelli, Chairman of the World Federation of Democratic Youth — another Communist 
front —told youth in Moscow (Nov. 3, 1960) that youth will "play a decisive role in promoting the 
triumph of the struggle for peace....and rely on the warm and powerful support of the young people 
of the Soviet Union." 


Meantime — Authorities in West Berlin are amazed at the hordes a refugees fleeing to 
the West from East Germany. Hundreds between the ages of 17 and 24 are escaping to the 
West "seem fed up with the Red way bf life," say officials in West Berlin, they add, "If the Reds 
are beginning to lose the youth of East Germany, they are in serious troubles, perhaps more seri- 
ous than we realize." 


Outlook for 1961: — A real tug of war between East and West for youth everywhere, Reds 
and perhaps the U.S. as well, will concentrate upon wooing the youth of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. But let's not forget the youth in the U.S., Europe, and Eastern Europe, either. 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


CUBA — Red Chinese wined and dined leaders of Fidel Castro's regime in Peiping during 
November and December, Chang Ting-cheng, Red China's chief prosecutor told Cuban "lawyers" 
that "The revolutionary laws are a powerful weapon to punish the enemy, protect the people and 
safeguard the fruits of revolutionary victory." Cuban prosecutor, Santiago Fernandez responded, 
"The Cuban people find in the Chinese their greatest friend." 


MOSCOW — Communists attending the Red Summit in November predicted that "The near 
future will bring the forces of peace and socialism new successes. The Soviet Union will become 
the leading industrial power in the world....The Socialist system will turn out more than half of 
the world's industrial products. The peace zones will expand. The working class movement in 
capitalist countries,..will achieve new victories, The superiority of the forces of socialism and 
peace will be complete." Reds from 80 other countries also agreed that Moscow is still the boss 
of the international Communist movement. 


JAPAN — Communists claim that the elections which returned the pro-Western Liberal- 
Democratic Party to power also showed growing strength of socialists and Communists. The Socialist 
Party increased its seats in the Japanese Diet by 23. Communist Party seats increased from one to 
three on a pro-Communist vote of 1,140,000. The Liberal-Democratic Party increased its number 
of seats from 283 to 296. 


FORMOSA — Communist, Anna Louise Strong, writing from Peiping, reports that Red China's 
only interest in Quemoy and Matsu are as stepping stones to "regaining" control of Formosa, The 
Reds continue to claim that Formosa belongs to whatever regime ruled mainland China; charges that 
while Peiping deals in logic, the U.S. deals in "moral slogans." Real conflict over Formosa, says 
Miss Strong, is that Red Chinese want both Red China and the U.S, to renounce the use of force in 
regard to Formosa, and the U.S. claims the right to use force to defend Formosa against a Red take- 
over. According to the Reds it isn't logical to use force to defend yourself if you agree to renounce 
the use of force. Truth—Reds want Formosa anyway they can take the island, 


UNITED STATES — A New York Council to Abolish the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee is pushing ahead with letters to Congressmen urging a vote to wipe out the Committee. 
Biggest promotion is distribution of 750,000 copies of a speech by Congressman James Roosevelt, 
of California, calling for abolition of the House Un-American Activities Committee. 


ALSO UNITED STATES — New York's Communist State Chairman, Clarence A. Hathaway, 
is urging all Communists to work toward combining trade union and minority groups in New York 
into an independent labor party. He sees “labor, middle class progressives, Negro, Puerto Rican, 
Jewish and other such groups" as potential members of a new, Red-run labor party. 


ALEXANDER BITTELMAN — a man whom the Communist Party, USA, once hailed as one of 
the greatest Communists of all time in the U.S, has been kicked out of the Party, November 14, 
by the Weschester (N.Y.) Club of the Party. Bittelman's crime: — advocating the "Welfare State" 
road to Communism, “insistent defiance of Party discipline and continued advocacy of a line in 
direct conflict with the Party's Marxist-Leninist theoretical principles." 


CYBERNETICS AND SOVIET PLANNING 
Moscow planners are starting to apply cybernetics to Communist society. 


Cybernetics, a science developed in the U.S., deals with electronic computing systems, 
with what we call electronic brains. 


"Northern Neighbors" (Sept. 1960) points out how good a job electronic brains do in figuring 
out the best production schedules for factories. Much faster than a human brain, an electronic 


giant can tell how to supply raw materials, when to speed up or slow down, how to boost production 
efficiency. 


Top Soviet planners are now reported to be applying cybernetics to process reports coming in 
from the entire Soviet economy. Moreover, they are moving ahead to electronic brains that will 
give the answers on how the Soviet economy should be adjusted for best results. An economy in- 
volves people as well as machines. Both will have to adjust. 


Presumably, if the electronic brain figures that, in the interests of national economy, you do 
not need more than two pairs of stockings, that's your limit. If you want a Tyrolean hat, and the 
electronic brain figures this does not fit in with national economic goals, you're out of luck. 


The Ultimate In Central Planning 


This is the ultimate in centralized planning and — the Communists point out — it can only be 
done where the entire economy has a single owner — the state. 


Electronic brains, of course, have no morals — they are neither good nor bad except as they 
are used by humans for good or bad purposes. 


The Communist plan for them is the ultimate in standardization of their economy reflected the 
unhuman, impersonal centralized power the Communists wield over their subjects. The indication is 


that the top Reds are looking toward a near-robot society run by Communist Party members ruled from 
the Kremlin. 


Such a society may have an abundance of approved goods. But it is a society in which "“in- 
dividualism" is treasonable, and freedom only a word in songs the children sing. 


Centralized Control By An Elite Not New 


Far from being new, the idea of a world utopia run by an elite is traditional to Moscow, and 
to the Mongol hordes which ruled all of what is now mainland China and the Soviet Union only 600 
years ago. These societies were run by an elite in which the subservient subjects experienced a kind 
of enforced peace, brotherhood and common sharing of what the elite decreed they could have. This 
is an ancient form of government which man has struggled centuries to cast off. 
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The use of unhuman electronic brains to make the decisions of what men should produce, and 
how, merely carries the concept to an inhuman extreme. One must conclude that underneath it all, 
Communists really distrust and hate human beings. 


SOVIETS WORRIED ABOUT REVOLT IN THE RANKS 


If you could look in on a meeting in the Kremlin when top Soviet leaders are having a worry 
session, you'd find that their biggest fear right now is what they call "revisionism." 


Statements coming from Moscow and repeated in the Communist press in the United States 
indicate that top Reds are worried that people inside the Party will "revise" the teaching of Marx, 
Engels and Lenin and that Moscow will be left out. 


Some close Western observers of the Communist system have contended that Communism will 
finally crack apart because of heresy. Whether true or not, "revisionism" is the Communist word 
for Communist heresy, and they're worried about it right now.
